This  Bibliography  was  originally  prepared  for  an  investigation 
of  the  public  parks  movement  of  nineteenth  century  America.  Because  of 
the  nature  of  the  topic,  however,  prospective  users  could  also  include 
those  interested  in  the  history  of  American  city  planning;  landscape 
architecture  and  design;  and  municipal  reform.  The  time  span  is  from 
approximately  1840  to  1910.  Substantial  emphasis,  of  necessity,  has 
been  given  to  the  work  of  Frederick  Law  Olmsted,  although  the  work  of 
many  lesser  personalities  has  also  been  included.  The  few  secondary 
sources  which  are  listed  are  those  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  compiler, 
have  best  interpreted  or  otherwise  synthesized  the  original  sources. 
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
